The Committee discussed the fact that the Poiice Chief, Fred Ryan is a finaiist for 
Poiice Commissioner in Cambridge. Barbara Boitz reported that she was contacted by the City of Cambridge Affirmative Action 
Officer and asked about her experiences in working with Chief Ryan. Barbara Boitz aiso indicated that the idea of getting the 
Cambridge Affirmative Action Committee together with the Ariington Affirmative Action Committee to meet and share ideas was 
discussed. 


The Committee aiso reviewed statistics from the Human Resources Division with regard to minorities taking the poiice exam. The 
Committee was disappointed to find that oniy one of the 30 having taken the examination was of minority status.

The Purchasing agent indicated that if 
the contractor continues to be non- compiiant we can consuit with counsei about withhoiding payment.
